The pull on the upper string—that 
is, the string running from the smaller 
spool—will cause the hall to rise, lie- 
cause tlie larger spool lias the greater j 
leverage, and will, of course, uncoil, 
thus at tlie same time winding up the 
smaller spool. 

If tlie cord is relaxed, the weight of 
the ball will carry it down tlie string, 
while If the string is just kept taut, 
the hall will remain stationary. If tlie 
spools were exactly the same size, the 
leverage of each would exactly bal¬ 
ance and tlie bull could not be made 
to move in either direction. 

It Is well to have some sort of mark 
on the string, so that it can be told 
at a glance which string runs over the , 
large spool and which string runs 
from the small one.—Washington 
Post.

SAND HEAP IN THE NURSERY. 

lt Gives Children un At 1-Year-Hound 
Taste of the Seashore. 

"1 don’t know what to do with the 
; children when we first get home from 
the seashore,” groaned a mother who 
lias a couple of little ones below the 
school age. “The older children have 
1 plenty to do to take up their minds, 
but the others miss their freedom, and 
above all the sand with which they 
could amuse themselves in so many 
1 ways.” 

"You should have brought the sea- 
i shore home with you,” said the second 
! mother. “That is what 1 learned to do 
some time ago. and it keeps the chil- 
1 dreu happy all winter long. 1 have a 
small barrel of sand sent me by 
freight, and keep it in the cellar as a 
source of renewal for the small quan¬ 
tity of sand I always have in ^tie nur- 
i ser.v for the children to play in.” 

Mothers who have discovered the 
i value of the indoor sand heap find 
j that they are more than repaid for the 
; little trouble it causes by the extra 
i time they have to themselves while 


the children are interested ln their 
play. If it is possible to give the chil¬ 
dren a room to themselves for their 
sand play, this is desirable, for the 
dry sand Is nearly as pervading in 
the house as outdoors, and It will lie 
tracked from room to room. But it is 
clean dirt, and if it is kept in table* 
with raised rims it will make little 
trouble. 

These tables best solve the problem 
of what to do with tlie sand. They 
can bi> bought in the shops and are 
gayly colored stands with the rim 
raised two or three inches. As a rule 
they are lined with zinc, so that the 
sand may he used moist. The table ls 
at the proper height to allow a small 
child to sit before it and work the 
sand comfortably. 

But the whole tiling is so simple 
that it may be made at home. A wood¬ 
en box, with the edges cut low, <nit 
be placed upon it bench; or tbe child 
can play upon the floor, though this ls 
not always to be desired in cold weath¬ 
er. 

There are any number of imple¬ 
ments for working the sand either out¬ 
doors or in the house —sets of wooden 
rakes, hoes and shovels, molds of 
wood and tin. and alphabet letters. 

But scraps of dishes, an old knife or 
the shells brought from the seashore 
will please the child infinitely more. 
They best lend themselves to the 
child’s chief delight in "making be¬ 
lieve."—Washington Star. 

CACTI GROWN FOR PROFIT. 

Arizona Scientist Found Nothings 

Klee Would Grow in His Garden. 

A business enterprise of a novel 
and unique nature has been built up 
in the neighborhood of Phoenix, Arlz., 
and though not large enough to at¬ 
tract a great deal of attention, it i*4 
being carried on successfully from a 
financial point of view, says the New 
York Herald. 

Nearly everybody who has lived in 
Phoenix long is acquainted with Dr. 

U. E. Kittize. better known locally as 
“The Bug Catcher.” Dr. Kunze takes 
to scientific things as a duck takes to 
water, and entile here a few years 
ago from New York. Noting the many 
bugs, butterflies and insects that are 
rarely found in other parts, he began 
to systematically and industriously 
collect them and send them to eastern 
collectors, schools, etc., and it is un¬ 
derstood that his work was pleasingly 
remunerative, for lie knew first how 
to catch and preserve his specimens 
and next how to classify them. 

Finally he bought a little piece of 
ground down near the river, a mile 
south of Washington street, on 7tli 
avenue, intending to plant an orch¬ 
ard. He tried faithfully for a year 
or two, but with poor success. He 
found the soil in that locality was 
worthless for fruit trees and the few 
that did grow were a sickly lot. 

lt then occurred to him that if he 
could not raise anything he could grow 
cacti, so he went into that business.

ONE OK LONDON'S NEW MOTOR CABS. 

A new type of cab propelled i»y a gasoline motor is being introduced Into 
London to take the place of the Hansom cab so long in vogue. This new 
type of vehicle, as may be seen from the accompanying illustration, consists 
of a cab with accommodation for two passengers, and a seat in front for the 
driver. 

The cab itself is similar in design to the hansom at present In use. only 
it is much larger and more roomy. It is provided with a glass front fitted 
with a spring attachment, which permits its being raised or lowered in¬ 
stantly as desired. The driver's seat Is sufficiently large to seat the driver 
only, so that the passengers within the cnb can obtain practically an unin¬ 
terrupted front view. The cab is slung upon four wheels, which renders it 
far safer and more immune from the dangerous accidents to which the two¬ 
wheeler is so subject. Three speeds and reverse are provided, the maximum 
speed being !2f> miles an hour. 

These cabs are to ply for hire in the same manner as the present horse- 
drawn hansoms. The same fare of two miles for 25 eents will he charged. 
Seventy-five of these cabs are to bo installed immediately, and they will he 
run by ordinary hansom cab drivers, who are being taught the manage¬ 
ment of the vehicles, in preference to employing automobile chauffeurs. The 
new cabs will not only he safer than the existing hansoms, but will be more 
speedy and comfortable, and the cost of upkeep, even after allowing for de¬ 
preciation, will not be so expensive as the horse vehicles.—Montreal Star.

What Fast Train Operation Means. 

HEN the "Twentieth tVntiirj Limited” train 
recently made a run on the Lake Shore Rail¬ 
road of 155.4 miles from Toledo to Elkhart in 
lit minutes, probably none of tlie passengers 
gave a thought to the real meaning of such a 
magnificent speed performance. In order to 
accomplish the feat a speed of fully So miles 
per hour had to he maintained for considerable portions of 
the distance. With a modern passenger train such speed 
can lie attained with safety only when roadbed, track, 
equipment, discipline of employes and other operating con¬ 
ditions are about as perfect as human skill can make them. 

The train consisted of six Pullninns. each weighing 55 
tons, or a total of 350 tons, one combination baggage car 
weighing :tn tons and a locomotive 155 Ions. To hurl u 
mass weighing a total of 405 Ions, or OUO.imki pounds, along 
steei rails weighing only No |>omids to the yard means a 
sustained shock of tremendous force, and a strain to track 
it ml roadbed which would search out the slightest weakness 
or defect. 

One revolution of the engine drivers, which were HI 
inches in diameter, carried the train forward about seven 
yards. In running one mile the piston rod must go back¬ 
ward and forward 247 times. A speed of No miles per 
hour means Uj miles per minute, so that the piston rod 
would have to go hack and forth, and the large drivers 
revolve six times each second, which Is almost too rapid 
for the eye to follow. Experiments have shown that a 
train weighing ns ninny tons as the ‘Twentieth (Vntury 
Limited," when running at the rate of Hf> miles per hour, 
cannot he brought to a stop within ft.OOtl feet. 

An "emergency" stop would he very likely, therefore, 
to mean disaster to such a train, mid only perfectly opera¬ 
ted signals and the highest art in train dispatching can 
insure the train against such slops. When It is realized 
also that, a slight defect In any [sirI Ion of the equipment 
or Imperfect Inspection of the same Is almost certain to l>« 
followed by (lire results, the wonder grows over the degree 
of perfection attained In the various arts and in discipline 
which have united in making model'll train operation possi¬ 
ble.—Chicago Record Herald.

RAILROADS SAVE THOUSANDS OF DOLLARS 

BY CARING FOR THEIR SCRAP IRON 


M ANY thousands of dollars are saved to the railroad companies each 
year by detailing men to look after and care for their scrap, the 
pieces of iron and steel that fall off moving ears, that come from 
abandoned machinery or from broken pieces of equipment. 

Annost all of the big transportation companies in the United States main¬ 
tain what they call scrap departments. At two or three points on the road, 
generally where there are any construction or extensive repair shops, this 
scrap is gathered from all parts of the system. 

One of the duties of (lie track walkers and repair gangs Is to pick up 
and throw in little heap.-, along the track all bits of iron and steel that may 
la- found along the right of way or that may he left whenever any piece of 
work ls completed. At irregular intervals a scrap train is sent over the road 
for the purpose of gathering up these odds and ends. They are taken to the 
gathering point and there carefully sorted. 

Some ingenious mechanics Have devised machinery to separate and 
handle these scraps. After being run through a sort of hopper that divides 
the small and the large from the other different sizes, men are put to work 
to pick out from the various heaps what may again he utilized. Bolts, nuts, 
bars, couplings and the like, which may tie used again or worked over for 
further use. The refuse, amounting to thousands of pounds, is shipped to 
some iron works that lias a contract with the company for using all this 
waste iron and steel. 

Tills plan of systematically caring for the waste iron of railroads is of 
recent origin. It is one really of slow growth. Of course, pieces of iron and 
steel, waste material or the refuse of shops or wrecks have been taken care 
of for years, but only in a desultory and haphazard way. It lias remained 
for modern management, which is directed eternally to discovering Uttlo" 
new economies of operation, lo unearth this novel idea of saving money — 
New York Sun.

PECULIAR ACCIDENT TO A SOUTHERN 
PACIFIC TRAIN. 

On Saturday morning a large num¬ 
ber of San Mateoans who were passen¬ 
gers on the northbound train leaving 
at about 10 o'clock were delayed in 
reaching their destination by the 
ditching of the locomotive drawing 
tile train. 

The engine and tender and baggage 
car left the track and plowed up the 
earth for a short distance before find¬ 
ing a resting place in a soft bank. 
Tile engine and tender turned over, 
but the baggage ear remained upright. 

No one was hurt. Even the engi¬ 
neer and fireman escaped without so 
much as a shaking. The train was 
running at slackened speed when (ho 
accident happened. Many of the pas¬ 
sengers were not aware that anything 
unusual had occurred until they were 
bidden to leave the train and trans¬ 
port themselves to the city by electric 
car. A wrecking train was sent down 
to the spot without delay, and before 
night fell tlie disabled engine was 
righted and the line was cleared. 

The mishap occurred at a point 
close to where tlie cut-off leaves tlie 
old line near San Bruno crossing and 
runs past Tauforan Park to rejoin the 
old line above Baden. The cut-off is 
a single line, and for emergency’s 
sake there is a derailing switch at tlie 
Sail Bruno end which is always left 
open except when a train from the 
south is expected. Thus the possibil¬ 
ity of ail ond-to-end collision on the 
single line is reduced to a minimum. 
If tlie line is clear the switch is 
thrown over and the line opened to 
the up train by an automatic appara¬ 
tus which lowers a semaphore and 
clears the line at tlie same time. The 
apparatus is operated from San Bruno 
station. 

The train left Millbrae all right and 
was approaching San Bruno when the 
engineer, James Hewitt, noticed that 
the semaphore’s arms indicated dan¬ 
ger, showing that the derailing switch 
was open. The engineer says he look¬ 
ed along the straight line in front of 
him and saw that no train was ap¬ 
proaching, though to the right of him 
one stood waiting oil the old lino 
through South Sun Francisco. Ho 
know also that the operator at San 
Bruno must be aware of the approach 
of ids train, so he says, he supposed 
tu - t by the time lie reached the switch 
tlie signal would drop and the line be 
thrown open to him. Fortunately, in 
accordance with the company's rules 
regarding trains approaching switches, 
he was not running at more than ten 
miles an hour. As it was, for further 
precautions Hewitt shut off steam. 
The next thing lie knew his engine 
ran upon the switch and tipped over 
on to the mud bank.—Leader, San 
Mateo. _
